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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 30, 31 , 37/26, 37/29, 38, 39/26, 39/29 and 40/33 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 30 and 40/33 duplicate the subject matter of claims 29 and 33, 
respectively. 

Claim 31 contradicts the language of claim 29 by reciting the non-normal hand 
drive pulse as a fast forward pulse, whereas claim 29 requires the non-normal pulse to 
be a fast forward pulse. The claim further is an improper dependent claim by failing to 
include all limitations of the parent claim. 

Claims 37/26, 37/29, 39/26 and 39/29 contradict the language of claims 26 and 
29, respectively, with the recitation of "at least one means selected from Claim 26 
restricts the non-normal pulse to be a fast forward pulse and a low voltage fast forward 
pulse, whereas claims 37 and 39 contains the alternative Markush language. Claim 29 
limits the non-normal pulse to be a fast forward pulse, again contradicting the language 
of claims 37/29 and 39/29. 
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Claim 38 contradicts the language of claim 37 in the recitation of the drive pulse 
generating means. 

Claims 26-27, 29, 32-36, 37/27, 37/33, 39/27, 39/33 and 40/26, 40/27/ 40/29 
and 41-45 are allowed.
